S.O. 1750.—In exercise of the powers conferred by sub-section (3) of feeciton 4ofthe Estate 
Duty Act, 19S3 (34 of 1953), the Central Government hereby appoints the persons, whose names 
are given in the appendix, as valuers for the purpose ofthe said Act for a period of five yearB from 
the date of this Notification. 

2. The scale of charges for the re-muneration of Valuers appointed by the Central Govern¬ 
ment for valuing any property shall be as fixed below and no such Valucrshall -charge a fee at a 
scale higher than the scale so fixed ; 

Provided that where two or more properties are required to be valued : 

(i) by a Committee of Arbitration or by a third Valuer, in ' pursuance of a single ordcri 
or 

(ii) by a Valuer, in pursuance of a single reference made by a Controller of Estate 
Duty or at the instance of an accountable person, 

all such properties shall he deened to constitute a single unit of property for [the purposes of 
fixingthe tee payable to the Committee or the valuer, as the case may be ; 

Provided further that where the same property or properties required to be valued by the same 
Committee or Arbitration, or, as the case may be, by the same Valuer, is or are common to 
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more than one case and the valuation relates to the si ne date, the Committee of Arbitration o 
the Valuer shall bee Titled to charge fees at the scale fixed b’lnvv only in one case and in the re 
milning case or cues the nidCotn n'ttee of A -bi'raionor Valutrshall be entitled to charge fees 
not exceed ng rupees o te huidred p t case.
